Carbon mbnoxTde r ~ls a 
deadly enemy of the motor- 
ist, cautions the Chicago Mo- 
tor Club, 

This . colorless, ■ odorless, 
tasteless gas can become a 
sneaky killer in cold weather 
as even small doses of the 
lethal gas may cause an acci- 
dent by slowing down driver 
reaction, The motor club 
points oiit that ope part of 
carbon monoxide in 700 parts 
of air can be fatal; one part 
of carbon; monoxide -iir .1,700 
parts of air can causa nausea. 

Wanting symptoms of car- 
bon monoxide arc ' nausea; 
drowsiness, headache, de- 
layed braking reaction, faulty 
coordination and poor vision. 
When these reactions arc 
noted, ear occupants immedi- 
ately ""'.should- inhale ,deep 
breaths of fresh, air. 

Carbon monoxide is 'pro- 
duced by imperfectly burn- 
ed motor fuel. An • excess 
may be producedd by faulty 
engine adjustment, but even 
the best adjusted engine may 
leak enough carbon monox- 
ide to be' fatal. Chief danger 
points are faulty gaskets, dc- 
feclivc exhaust systems, and

Releas ing atixicty In the 
"form of" a. tic is a child's 
way of releasing. tensions he 
has built up in his mind, thus 
eliminating some of his men- 
tal suffering. If the tic is 
allowed to continue, how- 
ever, it may increase his ner- 
vousness. 

Many children push con- 
flicts into their subconscious 
and are not aware of it; they 
arc just as puzzled -by their 
nervous mannerism as their 
parents. And, if efforts are 
made to eliminate the tic 
without discovering the con- 
flict, a whole new series of 
nervous 'mannerisms*- might 
appear to replace- it. That's 
why it, is so important to 
seek medical assistance at 
the first sign of* a tie. 

So.' if your child has'de- 
yelbpcd-a; nervous ' manner- 
ism, let. a physician examine 
him and analyze the problem. 
Once the doctor uncovers 
your child's anxiety, he can 
help him overcome his com 
flict and eliminate Ihc ner- 
vous tic permanently. '

No legal or "court-direclod 
obstacles exist to the teach- 
ing of rcljgious studies in 
either the public schools or 
state-supported colleges and 
universities provided the in- 
struction is educational iu 
nature rather- than devotion-: 
al or in tlicform of worship, 
according to a religious stud- 
ies consultant, at Southern 
Illinois University,. 

"Great care must he exer- 
cised in the "preparation of 
teachers who handle such 
Studies 1 ir •the, pu hi i.c 
schools,"- declared Milton. Mc- 
Lean, .director of the reli- 
gious affairs center' at Ohio 
State University, who is 
spending the Jail quarter .as 
visiting professor of sociol- 
ogy and- consultant at SIU. ' 

."Another major obstacle is 
the climate of altitude in the 
community, and the com- 
munity must he ready to ac- 
cept religion taught in this 
objective manner before it 
can justifiably be .inaugurat- 
ed in the public schools.
